To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Aled  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  district  for  1966. 

The  estimated  population  at  mid- 1966,  as  supplied  by  the 
Registrar-General,  is  6,660,  compared  with  an  estimated 
population  of,  6,700  at  mid-1965.  The  total  live  births  for  the 
area  during  1966  was  82,  whilst  the  number  of  deaths  was  64. 
This  shows  a natural  increase  of  the  population  of  18.  There- 
fore, the  reduction  in  the  population  must  be  due  to  migration 
out  of  the  district.  The  total  number  of  live  births  shows  a 
reduction  compared  with  1965,  when  the  figure  stood  at  95, 
whilst  the  number  of  deaths  shows  an  increase.  The  number 
of  deaths  during  1965  was  51.  The  infant  mortality  rate  is 
nil.  The  corrected  birth  rate  is  14.39,  compared  with  16.6  for 
1965,  whilst  the  corrected  death  rate  at  9.69  shows  a rise 
compared  with  the  rate  for  1965  at  7.3. 

On  receipt  of  the  reports  on  two  samples  of  domestic  water 
taken  from  two  properties  in  Gian  Conway,  in  which  it  was 
reported  that  there  was  an  unacceptable  amount  of  lead  pre- 
sent, consultations  were  immediately  initiated  between  officers 
of  your  Department  and  officials  of  the  Water  Board,  which 
have  resulted  in  an  appreciable  reduction  in  the  lead  content  of 
the  water  due  to  the  action  initiated  by  the  Engineer  to  the 
Water  Board.  Further  surveillance  of  these  domestic  water 
supplies  are  continuing.  Enquiries  have  revealed  that  there  has 
been  no  evidence  that  the  consumers’  health  has  suffered  in 
consequence  of  the  increase  in  the  lead  content  in  the  water 
used  for  domestic  purposes.  Nevertheless,  action  will  continue 
until  the  water  supply  to  these  premises  shows  an,  acceptable 
level  of  less  than  0.1  parts  per  million. 

Certain  private  water  supplies  in  the  district  have  continued 
to  give  rise  to  concern,  due  mainly  to  contamination  by  animal 
manure  adjacent  to  the  source  of  supply.  Much  patience  and 
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tact  is  often  required  by  officers  of  the  Health  Department 
in  persuading  occupants  on  the  wisdom  and  necessity  of 
fencing  off  a sufficiently  wide  area  around  the  source  of 
supply,  but  when  it  is  appreciated  that  the  Health  Department 
are  not  playing  a punitive  role  but  rather  are  anxious  to  assist 
and  help  the  smallholder  or  farmer  in  the  interests  of  himself 
and  the  community,  co-operation  is  finally  achieved.  Continued 
visits  are  necessary  in  a small  number  of  cases  to  ensure  that 
the  recommendations  continue  to  be  implemented. 

A further  significant  problem  facing  the  Council  is  that  of 
a number  of  unfit  dwellings  associated  with  smallholdings. 
Such  dwellings  referred  to  cannot  be|  rendered  fit  for  human 
habitation  at  a reasonable  cost  and  to  use  the  powers  vested 
in  the  Council  of  closing  or  ordering  demolition  of  such 
premises  will  in  many  cases  deprive  the  tenant  of  his  liveli- 
hood. Existing  legislation  does  not  seem  to  provide  an  answer 
to  this  specific  problem  and,  therefore,  it  is  felt  that  this  diffi- 
cult problem  facing  the  Rural  Authorities  should  be  given 
consideration  by  the  Central  Government  when  considering 
future  housing  policies.

Of  the  64  deaths  registered  during  1966,  the  predominant 
cause  of  death  was  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory 
system.  This  group  accounted  for  a total  of  33  deaths.  The 
single  largest  specific  cause  of  death  was  due  to  coronary 
artery  disease,  which  accounted  for  a total  of  16  deaths.  There 
was  only  one  death  registered  in  the  0 — 25  age  group  and 
that  was  due  to  a motor  vehicle  accident.  All  but  17  of  the 
deaths  occurred  in  patients  aged  65  and  upwards.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 

(1)  Laboratory  Services. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  is  a service 
designed  to  assist  all  concerned  in  the  diagnosis,  prevention 
and  control  of  infection.  Over  fifty  Laboratories  are  located 
throughout  England  and  Wales.  The  Laboratory  which  serves 
West  Denbighshire  is  situated  at  Bryn  Hyfryd,  Conway. 

The  routine  specimens  examined  fall  under  two  main 
headings:  (a)  Medical  specimens,  and  (b)  Sanitary  specimens. 

The  medical  specimens  are  submitted  for  diagnosis  and 
prevention  of  bacterial  and  viral  infections.  Sanitary  specimens 
include  the  bacteriological  examination  of  water,  milk,  ice 
cream,  egg  products  and  fresh  fish,  etc. 

In  addition,  the  work  of  the  service  includes  not  only  the 
investigation  of  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease,  but  also  the 
study  and  distribution  and  behaviour  of  various  infectious 
agents. 

During  the  year,  samples  of  water,  milk,  ice  cream  and 
cream  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  and  1 
am  indebted  to  Dr.  Kingsley  Smith,  the  Director  of  the  Conway 
Laboratory,  for  his  ready  assistance  and  valuable  advice  and 
co-operation  to  me. 
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Prophylactic  and  Therapeutic  Agents: 

*Smallpox  vaccine,  lymph  and  gamma  globulin  are  stocked 
at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Conway. 

Typhus  vaccine,  rabies  vaccine  and  anthrax  vaccine,  for 
prophylactic  use  only,  are  held  at  the  Public  Health  Labora- 
tory, 126  Mount  Pleasant,  Liverpool  (Tel.  Royal  3636). 

Anthrax  vaccine  for  therapeutic  use  is  held  at  the 
Fazakerley  Hospital,  Liverpool  (Tel.  Aintree  2324) : 24-hour 
service. 

Snake  anti-venum  and  Botulinus  anti-serum  are  held  at 
the  C.  & A.  Hospital,  Bangor  (Tel.  Bangor  3321):  24-hour 
service. 

Anti-yellow  fever  vaccine  is  obtainable  at  the  Regional 
Blood  Transfusion  Centre,  Ilalton  Gardens,  Liverpool  (Tel. 
Central  8433)  and  inoculations  are  given  by  appointment  only. 

Anti-cholera,  anti-tetanus,  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough 
vaccine  must  be  obtained  through  the  usual  trade  channels. 

Anti-vaccine  for  tropical  snakes  is  held  only  at  the  Dis- 
pensary, Royal  South  Plants,  and  Southampton  Hospital, 
Southampton  (Tel.  Southampton  26211):  24-hour  service. 

Women  exposed  to  German  Measles  during  the  early 
months  of  pregnancy  should  receive  an  injection  of  Gamma 
Globulin  because  the  German  Measles  germ  can  cause  her 
baby  to  be  grossly  malformed.  Gamma  Globulin  can  minimise 
this  danger. 

*As  from  the  12th  June,  1967,  Smallpox  Lymph  is  only 
obtainable  from  the  Health  Department,  Civic  Centre,  Colwvn 
Bay  (Tel.  55271). 


Pathological  and  Biochemical: 

Doctors  may  send  specimens  likely  to  help  in  the  diagnosis 
and  treatment  of  diseases  to  the  Royal  Alexandra  Hospital, 
Rhyl.  I do  not  normally  receive  information  concerning  such 
specimens  unless  the  result  is  related  to  a public  health  or 
community  health  problem,  in  which  case  1 receive  the  full 
co-operation  of  the  Hospital  Pathologist  and  the  General 
Practitioner  concerned  with  the  case. 
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CLINICS. 

(a)  At  Colwyn  Bay  Clinic,  Nant-y-Glyn  Road: 

Monday — Family  Planning:  This  is  provided  by  a volun- 
tary committee,  but  meets  in  the  Clinic  premises  and 
co-ordinates  its  work  with  other  work  of  the  Health 
Department.

PROTECTION  AGAINST  INFECTION. 


Smallpox  Vaccination: 

During  the  year,  43  children  received  primary  vaccination 
against  smallpox,  compared  with  34  during  1965.  One  hundred 
and  six  persons  were  re-vaccinated  against  smallpox. 

The  policy  now  followed  of  vaccinating  children  against 
smallpox  in  their  second  year  of  life  appears  to  have  in- 
fluenced the  acceptance  rate  favourably. 

Triple  Antigen  (Whooping  Cough,  Diphtheria  and  letanusy 

Fifty-six  children  received  a primary  course  of  triple  antigen 
during  the  year,  whilst  36  children  received  booster  doses  of 
this  agent.  One  hundred  and  fifty-two  children  received 
booster  doses  against  diphtheria  and  90  children  received 
booster  doses  against  tetanus. 

In  all  cases,  except  a small  minority  where  it  is  considered 
for  medical  reasons  that  prophylaxis  against  whooping  cough 
is  undesirable,  triple  antigen  is  used  as  a routine,  but  in  child- 
ren of  the  older  groups  who  have  not  in  infancy  been 
vaccinated  by  triple  antigen,  booster  doses  of  diphtheria 
antigen  or  diphtheria  and  tetanus  antigen  combined  may  be 
used.  This  is  why  the  figures  given  for  diphtheria  and  tetanus 
are  greater  than  those  where  triple  antigen  is  used. 


Poliomyelitis: 

Fifty-nine  persons  were  given  a primary  course  of  polio- 
myelitis vaccine  during  the  year,  whilst  40  persons  received 
booster  doses.  This  is  a small  increase  over  the  previous  year, 
when  53  persons  received  a primary  course  and  30  persons  re- 
ceived booster  doses.  In  all  cases  oral  vaccine  was  used.

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(2)  Water. 

(a)  Mains  Supply: 

Sixty-three  samples  of  water  were  taken  and  sent  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Conway,  for  bacteriological  exam- 
ination. This  compares  with  64  in  1965. 

A length  of  main  in  the  Parish  of  Llannefydd  gave  con- 
sistently unsatisfactory  results  for  a short  period.  Investiga- 
tions were  carried  out  by  the  West  Denbighshire  and  West 
Flintshire  Water  Board  and  the  defect  was  quickly  remedied 
by  them. 

Two  samples  taken  for  chemical  analysis  from  the  Cowlyd 
supply  in  Gian  Conway  village  showed  an  unacceptable  amount 
of  lead.  A large  number  of  samples  were  subsequently  taken 
by  the  Water  Board  throughout  the  area  served  by  Llyn 
Conway  supply  and  investigations  are  proceeding. 

The  Water  Boards  concerned  have  been  most  co-operative 
in  all  matters  concerning  the  supplies  for  which  they  are 
responsible. 
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(b)  Private  Supplies:

Twenty-four  “ repeat  samples  ” were  necessary  in  dealing 
with  these  private  supplies. 

In  each  case  where  unsatisfactory  results  were  originally 
obtained,  a considerable  improvement  was  effected  in  the  con- 
dition of  the  supply  by  complete  removal  of  animals  from  the 
vicinity  of  the  source  of  water.  This  necessitated  erection  of 
stock-proof  fencing  at  suitable  distances.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that,  with  few  exceptions,  such  elementary  precautions 
are  very  effective  in  securing  an  acceptable  water  supply, 
provided  the  source  is  free  from  obvious  sources  of  contamina- 
tion. The  greatest  difficulty  lies  in  persuading  the  owner  con- 
cerned to  fence  off  and  render  unproductive  a sufficient  area  of 
land  for  the  purpose.

Opinion:  This  sample  contains  no  significant  concentration  of  lead,  and 
the  organic  condition  is  satisfactory.  The  water,  however,  has  low 
bicarbonate  hardness,  and  may  attract  lead  if  it  is  allowed  to  stand 
in  contact  with  this  metal  for  any  length  of  time.  In  order  to  confirm 
that  lead  is  not  a hazard  in  this  supply,  a small  sample  should  be 
taken  of  the  first  running  after  standing  overnight  in  pipes,  so  that 
the  water  sample  is  not  drawn  directly  from,  the  mains.

Of  the  12  samples  of  milk,  and  6 samples  of  other  food  taken  during 
the  year,  only  one  gave  cause  for  complaint.  This  was  a sample  of  milk 
which  was  slightly  below  the  standard  for  fat.  On  investigation,  it  was 
found  that  the  cows  were  giving  milk  slightly  below  standard  and  the 
producer  was  advised  and  cautioned  accordingly.  All  other  samples  were 
found  to  be  genuine  and  free  from  the  presence  of  antibiotics  and  pro- 
hibited preservatives  and  colouring  matter.

AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

The  Ambulance  Service  is  administered  by  the  Denbighshire 
County  Council  under  the  provisions  of  Part  III.  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1948.  The  Ambulance  Control  is 
situated  at  Colwyn  Bay  and  the  day  to  day  administration  of 
this  service  is  the  responsibility  of  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 

Seventeen  ambulances  are  under  my  control,  operating  in 
West  Denbighshire,  the  service  during  the  day  being  operated 
by  a staff  of  full-time  drivers  and  attendants,  whilst  at  night, 
weekends  and  during  Bank  Holidays  the  service  is  manned 
and  operate^  by  the  Colwyn  Bay  and  Abergele  Voluntary 
Ambulance  Corps.

SEWAGE  WORKS. 

Continued  attention  has  been  given  to  sewage  disposal 
works.  Samples  of  effluent  are  regularly  taken  by  the  Rivers 
Authorities.  Copies  of  reports  are  appended.  It  will  be  noted 
that  the  IJanfair  works  again  became  flooded  and  attention 
will  be  nencessary  to  these  world  in  connection  with  this. 

The  Mairwen  works  are  not  satisfactory  and  only  the  pos- 
sibility of  further  building  has  prevented  the  existing  works 
being  repaired  and  improved.  Further  building  in  the  area 
would  necessitate  new  works  of  larger  capacity. 

None  of  the  larger  sewage  disposal  works  is  working 
entirely  satisfactorily  and  continued  attention  and  posibly 
large  scale  improvement  in  the  case  of  Uanfairtalhaiarn  works 
is  required.
